New York, July 5—At a meeting of 
the Georgia Central syndicate held today, 
an advisory committee consisting of 
Messrs. C. E. Fairchild, Fred P. Olcott 
and Wrftsr Esffigen, of August Belmont 
& Co., was appointed to consult with 
Speyer & Co. on further steps to be taken 
for the protection of their interests. 

The loan of $3,700,000 made by the 
syndicate to the Georgia Central com- 
pany became due by the default made 
by the company on its bonds last Friday; 
but at present it is not the intention of 
the syndicate to proceed to harsh meas- 
ures. The company, however, according 
to Receiver Comer, is not now earning 
interest on its bonded and floating debt, 
and it is stated that a scaling down of 
the fixed charges is imperative. None of 
the net earnings have been used to pay 
any part of the floating debt, but, on 
the contrary, the floating debt was in- 
creased on July ist, it being necessary 
to borrow money to pay coupons on the 

The total of the floating debt amounts 
to $5,000,000 and on January 1st, provis- 
ion must also be made for the payment 
of $5,000,000 tripartite bonds. The mem- 
bers of the syndicate state that under the 
circumstances, some action must be taken 
at once, and it is stated that a reorgani- 
zation plan for the property will soon be 
proposed. 


AN OPTION ON THE SOUTH BOUND. 


The Florida Central and Peninsular Is Con- 
sidering @ Deal. 
A new combination on the railroad map 


is being figured on. 

The Florida Central and Peninsular is 
said to have an option on the South Bound 
which extends from Savannah to Columbia, 
SO. There is a gap of 130 miles between 
the northern terminus of the Florida Cen- 
tral and the southern terminus of the South 
Bound. 

To connect them a line would have to be 
built from Savannah to Hart’s road on the 
St. Mary’s river. 

The South Bound has a charter for such 
a line, and there has been talk for three 
years of such a road being built. 2t would 
run to the east of the Savannah, Florida 
and Western, and would be nearly an air- 
line.» The country through which it would 
pass would not afford much local trafiic 
and the road would. be an expensive one to 
build on account of the swamps and 
marshes through which it would extend. 
Then the rivers would have to be crossed 
on drawbridges. The Savannah, Florida 
and Western has experienced great trouble 
and been put to great expense in keeping 
up its roadbed through the swamps. 

It is understood that the majo ty of the 
South Bound Railroad Company's stdck 
is held by the construction company which 
built the road. The Florida Central could 
very well in such an event get gn option 
on a controlling interest. The purchase by 
the Florida Central of the South Bound 
would mean close traffic arrangements 
with the Central of Georgia so long as Mr. 
Comer is receiver or president of y latter 
road, as he is also president of the South 


und. 

Instead of workin Florida business 
with the-Savannah, Florida and Western, 
the Central would probably work it over 
the new line. 

It may be that the Florida Central. does 
not intend to buy the Cestral or the South 
Bound at all, but that it is merely bluffing 
Mr. Plant of the Savarnah, Florida and 
Western.

Misrepresenting a Democrat. 

We observe that some of the brethren 
who placed themselves behind the Cleve- 
land boom in Georgia are still inclined to 
be feverish and petulant. The success 
of the boom in the shadow of which they 
trotted has not altogether satisfied them. 

They feel that there is altogether too 
much unanimity—that in the general en- 
thusiasm and jubilation the public is like- 
ly to forget the tremendous importance 
of the service they rendered when they 
fell in behind the Cleveland boom.

When this. disposition takes the shape 
of downright misrepresentation, we sub- 
mit that it goes too far. Why, for in- 
stance, should The Columbus Enquirer- 
Sun desire to misrepresent Senator Col- 
quitt? There are no democratic votes to 
be gained by it. The interests of 
the party are not  subserved' by 
it. It is true that Senator 
Colquitt was opposed to the renomination 
of Mr. Cleveland, as any democrat had a 
right to be, and as thousands of demo- 
crats were; but it is equally true that he 
and all other democrats who had doubts 
as to the availability of Mr. Cleveland 
have heartily endorsed the result of the 
convention and have made its action 
theirs.

measure. As yesterday was the day set 
for the final disposition of the bill, and the 
fact was known to every senator, the 
absence of Senator Colquitt is singular. 
It was his duty to have been there, as he 
knew that Senator Gordon was sick at 
his home, and that Georgia would be 
without representation unless he was in 
his seat. Why was he absent on such an 
occasion ?” 

Here is the curious spectacle of a dem- 
ocratic newspaper practically inventing a 
charge against a democratic senator, and 
holding him up to the people as a deserter 
from his post and a dodger of a measure 
which the party in Georgia has unani- 
mously endorsed. 

Was The Enguirer-Sun ignorant? Cer- 
tainly there was no excuse for ignorance. 
A telegram to Washington would have 
settled the matter in half an hour. It is 
perfectly well known in Georgia that 
Senator Colquitt is one of the most persist- 
ent and energetic advocates of free coin- 
age in the country. This fact was 
equally well known to our Columbus con- 
temporary, and the knowledge of it ought 
to have been sufficient to stay the editor’s 
hand long enough at least to institute 
an investigation. — 

If this investigation had been made—if 
The Enquirer-Sun had thought that a 
telegram of inquiry would be less costly 
than downright misrepresentation—the

he was paired with Senator Wilson, of 
Iowa, who was against bill; and that 
Senator Colquitt made a nfent as to 
how he stood when he announced the pair.

THE NEW YORK MAREET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, July 5.—The passage by the 
national senate of the free coinage act last 
Friday was not well received in the financial 
circles, and as a consequence there was more 
disposition to part with securities than has 
been seen in a long time, and while the sell- 
ing movement was not of specially long dura- 
tion, losses suffered were not recovered and 
prices are lower all along the line. There 
was no other news of importance. There was 
a demand for Chicago Gas, which sent it up 
11-8 4 cent. But in the railroad list, after 
decid lower opening, losses were 
et extending to 11-2 per cent from 
finals of Friday, St. Paul leading both in de- 
cline and activity. Later in the day, however. 
Union Pacific was paid special attention and 
1 per cent was marked off its price in short 
time. The rest of the list, after the forenoon’s 
decline was checked, showed a tendency to 
advance, but the rally was insignificant andwith 
cessation of pressure to sell the usual dull- 
ness app cated, though no rally of importance 
Was seen; strength displayed in Chicago Gas 
whereby it Was advanced from 78 3-4 to 80 
per cent, helped.to maintain the market 
during most of the afternoon. The effect of 
July disbursements was seen, however, in 
the growing scarcity of money, and while this 
is only temporary, its influence for the time 
being is to disturb loans. and flurry in money 
rates resulted, which ran the rate on call up 
to 5 per cent. The bears seized this oppor- 
tunity to raid the market and further losses 
were sustained all along the line, Rock 
Island, St. Paul and Sugar suffering par- 
ticularly at times. The depression lasted till 
the close, which was fairly active but weak 
at bottom figures. The final changes nearly 
all show heavy losses from last Friday's 
rices and Rock Island is down 2 3-8, St.

NEW YORK, July 5—During the holidays the Liv- 
erpool market has shown great weakness under the 
pressure of the liquidation of a large line of cotton. 
This cotton was bought during the excitement caused 
by the overflow of the Mississippi river. Our cables 
state that trade in Manchester is suffering from the 
excitement of the English parliamentary elections. 
Cutton has in the past declined upon a liberal success 

upon the theory that the foreign policy of the liberal 
party does not help England’s commerce. Crop ac- 
counts are generally of a favorable character. Too 
much rain is a complaint from some sections, but as a 
whole the accounts are very good. The Galveston 
News makes its second report upon the crop of that 
state. It finds the acreage to be short of last year an 
average of 20.9 per cent and the acreage of the Indian 
Territory 40 per cent.
